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Deeming  it  proper  that  this  rei:)ort  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Convention  of  Druggists,  as  also  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association,  which  was  organized  by  the  Convention,  should 
be  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  circumstances  which  led  to 
these  results,  the  Secretary  presents  the  following: 

On  May  17th,  1880,  the  Druggists  of  Wilson  addressed  a  circular 
letter  by  mail  to  the  Druggists  of  the  State,  as  follows: 

'^Wilson,  N.  C,  May  17th,  1880. 

"Dear  Sir: — Seeing  that  the  N.  C.  Medical  Societ}'  has  appoint- 
ed a  committee  ''to  memorialize  the  Legislature  upon  a  law  re- 
quiring that  Druggists  shall  have  a  license  from  the  State  Board 
of  Medical  Examiners  as  a  requisite  qualification  for  dispensing 
Medicine,"  and  recognizing  the  necessity  for  some  law  upoa  the 
subject,  we  have  taken  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  and.  asking 
your  views. 

'•We  think  the  next  Legislature  will  pass  some  law  upon  the  sub- 
ject, and  we  prefer  that  the  Druggists  of  the  State,  and  not  the 
Doctors,  shall  attend  to  the  matter. 

"For  the  above  and  other  reasons,  we  propose  that  the  Druggists 
of  the  State  meet  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation, and  then  memorialize  the  Legislature  ourselves. 

"We  believe  all  that  is  needed  is  for  somebody  to  put  the  ball  in 
motion,  so  we  have  presumed  to  give  it  a  start  We  would  sug- 
gest on  or  about  August  10th  or  11th  as  the  best  time,  and  More- 
head  City,  Wilming-ton,  Ealeigh,  Goldsboro,  Greensboro  or  Char- 
lotte as  the  best  place. 

"If  you  will  address  us  stating  jour  views  and  the  place  you  pre- 
fer, we  will  have  the  time  and  place  published  and  try  to  he  there 
and  helj)  to  perfect  an  organization. 

"The  place  receiving  the  approval  of  the  greatest  number  will  be 
selected.     Hoping   to  hear   from    you  by  return   mail,  if  possible,.

The  Druggists  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  from  the  Mountains  to 
the  Sea-Shore  responded  promptly  and  heartily  to  this  proposition, 
a  majority  favoring  Raleigh  as  the  place  of  meeting.  Finding  such 
unanimity  of  feeling,  these  gentlemen,  with  the  consent  and  by  the 
authority  of  nearly  one  hundred  Druggists  of  this  State,  issued  a 
call  for  the  convention  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  August 
11th,  the  detailed  arrangements  being  made  almost  entirely  by  the 
individual  efforts  of  jMt.  E.  M.  Nadal,  of  Wilson. 

When  we  consider  the  large  number  of  Druggists  in  North  Caro- 
Hna  and  the  short  notice  given — not  quite  three  months — the  suc- 
cessful aud  harmonious  organization  of  so  large  an  Association 
stands  without  a  pai-allel  in  the  past,  and  places  it  numerically 
alongside  of  others  which  have  been  several  years  in  existence.  A 
record  of  these  facts  is  so  closely  alUed  to  the  duties  of  the  Secre- 
tary that  he"  has  thought  best  to  place  them  here  as  a  Preface  to 
our  Book  of  Proceedings. 

The  hst  of  members  has  been  made  as  complete  as  possible,  and 
represents  jjaid  up  members  only.  Any  failure  to  print  the  name 
of  a  member  will  be  entirely  unintentional,  and  we  trust  has  not  oc- 
curred. 

On  behalf  of  the  Association,  the  Secretary  expresses  their  hearty 
appreciation  of  the  many  acts  of  kindness  shown  the  members  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  fraternit/  and  numerous  citizens  of  Raleigh. 
One  of  our  most  pleasant  recollections  is  the  visit  to  the  State  Lu- 
natic Asylum  where  we  were  so  cordiaUy  received  by  Dr.  Eugene 
Grissom,  Superintendent  of  the  Institution. 

The  Secretai-y  alludes  to  these  matters,  beheving  that  they 
should  be  recorded  in  our  publication,  as  an  evidence  of  our  appre- 
ciation of  the  efforts  of  the  Druggists  of  Raleigh  to  render  our  so- 
journ with  them  a  pleasure,  as  well  as  a  matter  of  business. 

This  report  of  proceedings  is  sent  to  a  large  number  of  Drug- 
gists who  are  not  yet  members,  with  the  hope  that  they  may  join 
GUI'  Association  at  our  next  Annual  Meeting.  We  urge  the  Drug- 
gists of  this  State  to  unite  with  us  in  our  efforts  to  advance  the 
interests  of  our  Profe.ssion  as  Pharmacists.  A  blank  form  of  appli- 
cation for  membership,  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  pamphlet, 
which  may  be  tilled  out  aud  forwarded  to  any  member  of  the  Ex- 
exutive  Committee.

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PREAMBLE. 

Whebeas,  Organization,  unity  of  action,  and  comparison  of  ideas 
are  necessary  to  the  advancement  of  any  cause,  and  believing  that 
there  is  room  for  the  elevation  and  extension  of  Pharmaceutical 
knowledge  among  Pharmacists  and  Druggists  throughout  the  State, 
the  elevation  of  the  character  of  the  profession,  the  fostering  of  the 
education  of  those  employed  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy;  and  that 
there  exists  a  necessity  for  some  supervision  of  the  dispensmg  of 
drugs  and  medicines,  both  for  our  own  and  the  public  welfare,  and 
that  such  results  can  be  best  accomplished  by  a  State  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association;  Therefore,  be  it 

Besolved,  That  we,  Pharmacists  and  Druggists  from  different  sec- 
tions of  the  State,  who  are  now  in  Convention  assembled,  in  the 
city  of  Raleigh,  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  permanent 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  such  results:  and  that 
we  adopt  the  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws: 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. — NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  CaroHna  Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 

ARTICLE  II. — OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable 
Pharmacists  and  Dniggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance, 
encouragement  and  improvement,  and  to  improve  the  science 
and  art  of  Pharmacy  and  thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale 
of  Medicine  to  properly  qualified  Pharmacists  and  Druggists. 


ARTICLE  III.  —  OFFICERS. 

The  Associatiou  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President, 
three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  Also,  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  seven  members,  of  which 
the  Secretary  shall  be  one  ex-officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
Annually  by  Ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  suc- 
cessors. 

ARTICLE  IV.  — AMENDING  CONSTITUTION. 

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may  be  altered,  or  amended, 
by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  taken  thereon. 
— Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall 
be  submitted  in  writing  and  received  at  an  Annual  Meeting, 
and  may  be  voted  for  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  where,  upon  re- 
ceiving the  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  it  shall 
become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. — DUTIES   OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  ad- 
minister the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He 
shall  nominate  all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  direct  a  resort  to  balloting  or  other  means.  He 
shall  sign  the  Certificates  of  Membership  and  countersign  all  orders 
upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meeting  a 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and 
suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  no- 
tice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  ab- 
sence or  inabihty  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in 
the  order  of  their  names. 

Sec  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  together  with  a  list  of  the 
names,  residence  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  member.  He  shall 
keep  on  file  all  Papers  and   Keports  read.     He  shall  be   charged 


with  all  correspondence,  and  with  the  editing,  publishing,  and  dis- 
tributing the  Proceedings  of  the  Association,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify  all  members  four 
weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting;  and  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing render  a  i*eport  of  the  duties  performed  bv  him  since  the  last 
annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  every  special 
committee  with  a  hst  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex-offi.cio  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds 
of  the  Association,  for  which  he  shall  be  held  personally'  responsi- 
ble, and  shall  hold  and  issue  the  Certificates  of  Membership.  He 
shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the  Pre.'^ident.  He  shall 
present  an  itemized  statement  of  his  account  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing. He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  previous  to  each 
annual  meeting,  the  names  of  such  members  as  have  failed  to  pay 
their  contribution  for  two  successive  years  and  also  the  names  of 
such  as  have  failed  to  return  their  Certificate  of  Membership,  after 
having  been  officially  disconnected  with  the  Association  and  duly 
notified  to  do  so. 

AKTICLE    II. — OF    COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  three  standing  Committees:  An  Exec- 
utive Committee  of  six  members,  and  a  Business  Committee  and 
Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  each  to  consist  <»f  three  mem- 
bers, and  to  be  annually  elected  or  apjDointed,  according  to  will  of 
the  Association. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Conjmittee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an 
ex-officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the 
investigation  of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of 
the  proceedings.  They  shall  re|)t)rt  at  each  annual  meeting  the 
names  of  such  members  who  have  become  disconnected  with  the 
Association,  and  refuse  to  return  tlieir  Certificate  of  Membership, 
and  also  those  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two 
successive  years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  de- 
ceased members.  At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  or  Pro- 
ceedings, as  published  by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  fur- 
nished each  member. 

Sec.  3.  The  Business  Committee  shall  be  chai'ged  with  the 
transmission  of  unfinished  business  from  one  meeting  to  another, 
and  with  collecting,  arranging,  and  expediting  the  business 
tliroughout  the  various  sessions  of  the  meeting.     One  of  the  Com- 
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mittee  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  town  or  city  where  the  succeeding 
annual  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all 
Reports  of  Standing  Committees,  and  all  Papers  for  the  Association 
They  shall  designate  which  of  them  shall  be  read  at  length,  and 
which  by  title.  They  shall  in  connection  with  the  Business  Com- 
mittee, an-ange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  con- 
venient for  reading  them.  They  shall,  near  the  close  of  each  an- 
nual meeting,  report  a  proper  number  of  questions  of  scientific  and 
practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the  interests 
of  Pharmacy,  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many  such 
questions  for  investigation  as  may  be  practicable. 

ARTICLE  III. — OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  1.  Every  Pharmacist  and  Druggist  residing  in  the  State, 
of  good  moral  and  professional  standing,  having  had  three  or  more 
yeai's  experience,  either  on  his  own  account,  or  in  the  employment 
of  others  in  a  regular  pharmacy,  or  a  store  where  drugs  or  medicines 
are  compounded  and  sold,  as  a  specialty  of  such  store,  graduates 
of  regularly  organized  phai  maceutical  schools  or  colleges,  and  li- 
centiates of  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  are  eligible  to  membersliip. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writ- 
ing with  the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee  who  shall  report  his  applica- 
tion to  said  Committee.  If,  after  investigating  his  claims,  they 
shall  approve  his  election,  they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible, 
report  his  name  to  the  Association,  and  he  may  be  elected  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  membeis  present,  on  ballot. 

Sec  3.  Nn  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Asso- 
ciation until  he  has  signed  tni-  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and  paid 
into  the  treasury  the  sum  of  Three  Dollars,  as  an  initiation  fee; 
also  the  annual  contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  i^ersons  who 
become  members  shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but 
may  be  expelled  for  improper  conduct,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths 
of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Sfc.  4.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  Two  Dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution. 
Any  one  in  arrears  at  an  anuujil  meeting,  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote,  and.  any  one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  suc- 
cessive years,  shall  be  liable  to  lose  his  membership.  ^lembers 
comitlyiiig  with  the  preceding  Section  of  this  Article,  are  entitled 


to  Certificates  of  Membership,  signed  by  the  President,  a  Yice- 
President,  the  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  covenanting  to  return  the 
same  to  the  proper  officer  on  severing  theii'  connection  with  the 
the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writins-  to  the  Secretary, 
accompanied  Avith  Certificate  of  Membership,  but  no  resignation 
shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the  Treasurer. 
All  resignations  shall  be- acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and  re- 
ported at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  Pharmacists,  chemists,  and  other  scientific  men,  who 
may  be  deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary 
members.  They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds, 
nor  shall  they  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE  IV.  —  OF   MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that,  in  case  of 
failure  of  this  from  any  cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association 
together,  shall  devolve  upon  the  President  or  one  of  the  Vice- 
Presidents,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Executive  Committee. 

Seg.  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence 
of  the  President  or  Vice-Presidents,  one  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  take  the  Chair;  in  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore 
shall  be  elected  by  the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Secretary,  the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tem- 
pore. 

Sec.  3.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  busmess. 

ARTICLE   V. — OF  DELEGATES. 

Sec  1.  The  President  shall  Annually  appoint  five  delegates  to 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  the  delegates  shall 
present  their  report  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 
Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  apjioint  alternates.

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COMENTIOI  OF  DBEGISTS. 

Senate  Chamber,  Ealeigh,  N.  C,  Aug.  11,  1880. 

In  comjDliance  with  a  call  made  by  Move  &  Nadal,  A.  W.  Kow- 
land  and  Peacock  &  Hargrave.  the  Druggists  of  Wilson,  N.  C,  by 
a  Circular  Letter,  dated  May  18,  1880,  and  representing  more  than 
eighty  Druggists  of  North  Carolina,  who  bad  expressed  themselves 
in  favor  of  a  Convention,  to  assemble  in  the  City  of  Ealeigh,  Aug. 
11th,  1880,  about  one  hundi'ed  Druggists  were  in  attendance  at  10 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  the  Senate  Chamber. 

S.  J.  Hinsdale,  of  Fayetteville,  called  the  meeting  to  order,  and 
nominated  E.  M.  Nadal,  of  Wilson,  as  temporary  Chairman,  and  R. 
B.  Saunders,  of  Raleigh,  was  nominated  temporary  Secretary. — 
Both  these  gentlemen  were  elected  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Convention.     Mr.  Nadal  then  said : 

Gentlemen: — I  can  only  return  thanks  for  the  vei'y  great  com- 
pliment you  have  paid  me  by  the  selection  of  your  temporary  Chair- 
man; and  will  say,  that  with  your  aid  and  forbearance,  I  will  en- 
deavor to  perform  the  duties  of  the  position  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  see  so  many  Drugy;ists  present 
from  all  pjirts  of  the  State,  and  hope  that  we  may  all  become  better 
acquiinted  with  each  other,  and  take  such  steps  for  the  elevation  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  profession,  that  when  our  time  for  departure 
arrives,  we  can  return  home,  feeling  that  we  have  been  benefitted 
by  meeting  together  here. 

Again,  gentlemen,  thanking  you  for  the  honor  conferred,  I  now 
announce  that  the  Convention  is  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 
[Applause]. 

Mayor  B.  F.  Manly  then  came  forward,  and  in  his  usual  happy 
manner,  welcomed  the  membei's  of  the  Convention  to  the  hospi" 
taiity  of  the  City. 
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Dr.  Eugene  Grissom  was  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Con- 
vention as  follows: 

Mr.  Frexidenl,  and  Ge.ntkmp-n  of  the  Convention:  In  behalf  of 
the  Druf^orists  of  Raleipfli,  and  by  their  request,  I  cordially  convey 
to  you  their  hearty  welcome. 

.  *  The  occasion  is  one  of  no  ordinary  character  which  witnesses 
the  assembling?  of  the  Pharmaceutists  and  Druggists  of  North  Car- 
olina, to  lay  the  foundations  of  an  oriianization  which,  it  may  be 
fondly  hoped,  will  stand  among  the  institutions  of  the  State  for 
u'enerations  to  come.  It  has  been  well  said  that  concei  t  of  purpose 
and  action,  and  the  free  comiiarison  of  ideas  are  essential  to  the 
interests  of  any  great  cause.  When  to  these  is  added  the  mighty 
power  of  organization,  the  result  is  already  within  our  grasp.  It 
was  by  the  magnificent  machinery  of  or<rauization  that  our  Anglo- 
Saxon  race  is  subduing  and  controlling  the  world. 

You.  gentlemen,  are  assembled  to  apply  these  principles  of 
union  for  success  to  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Art,  and  the  regulation  of  its  practice.  The  good  to  be 
achieved  will  not  only  inure  to  your  own  society  or  your  profes- 
sion, but  will  be  sensibly  felt  by  your  brethren,  the  physicians  of 
North  Carolina,  nor  will  its  widening  influence  cease  until  it  has 
embraced  the  welfare  of  the  whole  of  society. 

Only  twenty  eight  years  have  passed  since  the  estal)lishment  of 
the  first  Association  in  this  country  for  the  elevation  of  Pliarmacy, 
and  the  protection  of  the  Druggists'  Art,  but  it  would  be  difficult  to 
estimate  the  good  that  has  been  accomplished  The  rapid  strides 
of  Pliarmacy  keep  pace  with  the  advance  of  abstract  Cliemistry  in 
the  laboratory,  and  in  twenty  years  past  that  great  department  of 
knowledge  has  been  almost  built  anew,  as  none  know  better  than 
yourselves. 

When  one  compares  the  precise  and  reliable  extracts,  the  deli- 
cate elixirs,  and  tlie  concentrated  preparations  and  pills  of  to-day, 
isolated  from  the  crude  mixtures  and  hurtful  ingredients  that  in 
former  years  lay  like  dciid  weight  upon  the  active  principles  whose 
virtue  we  sought  to  reach,  one  recognizes  with  pride  that  Pharma- 
ceutical Art  is  abreast  with  the  progress  of  the  world,  even  though 
its  tasks  be  so  difficult  and  delicate  that  life  and  death  hang  upon 
the  graduated  measuring  glass. 

In  the  progress  of  the  age,  as  populations  gather  about  our 
thousand  centres  of  trade  and  social  life,  the  physician  is  glad  to 
sun'ender  to  those  who  have  grown  expert,  by  the  surrender  of 
their  lives  to  this  beneficent  work,  the  task  of  preparing  the  healing 
remedy  whicli  it  is  his  portion  to  prescribe. 

Into  your  hands,  more  and  more,  the  responsibility  must  fall, 
of  securing  the  due  purity  and  efificiency  of  the  compounds  to  be 
dispensed  ;tlieir  proper  inanipidation  and  conformity  to  a  prescribed 
standard  and  strength;  and  with  those  results  the  success  or  failure, 
in  great  measure,  of  the  Me<lical  Art.  Have  you  not  an  important 
work  to  perform  ? 
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To  those  of  jour  body,  who  are  justly  emulous  of  fame,  what 
fairer  field  can  lie  before  you  than  the  development  of  the  resources 
of  the  materia  medica  that  your  own  State  can  boast  ?  You  do  not 
forget  that  it  was  the  very  medicine  chest  of  the  sui'geons  of  the 
Confedeiate  army,  when  we  were  cut  oflf  from  the  armamentarium 
of  the  world,  during  that  long  and  gloomy  struggle.  The  records 
of  the  office  of  the  Medical  Purveyor  at  Charlotte,  would  astonish 
the  citizens  of  our  own  Commonwealth.  And  the  trade,  yet  in  its 
infancy,  which  has  been  S)  splendidly  developed  in  Western  North 
Carolina,  has  a  future  before  it  of  wealth  to  our  people  and  bless- 
ing to  mankind,  whose  grandeur  must  be  left  to  time  and  the  fu- 
ture observer. 

Here,  like  an  open  book,  lies  before  our  eyes,  an  epitome  of  the 
flora  of  the  United  States  east  of  the  Mississippi,  for  we  have  with- 
in our  borders  isothermal  lines  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  the  icy 
St.  Lawrence.  Here,  too,  is  the  grandest  cabinet  of  the  mineral 
alphabet  that  nature  has  anywhere  collected  in  fifty  thousand  square 
miles  of  surface.  It  would  be  strange,  indeed,  if  science  did  not 
encamp  among  our  everlasting  hills,  and  take  up  her  abode  with 
the  Pharmacist,  whose  house  is  the  garden  spot  of  the  continent. 

Whatever  you  shall  accomplish  in  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  of  North  Carolina,  to  exalt  the  standing  and  pre- 
serve the  order  and  dignity  of  yonr  profession,  will  not  only  confer 
honor  upon  yourselves,  but  will  redound  to  the  comfort  and  secu- 
rity, and,  indeed,  bring  daily  blessings  to  the  whole  people.  In 
their  name,  then,  the  people  of  the  capital  city  of  your  State  gladly 
welcome  the  pioneers  of  such  a  work,  the  men  who,  in  after  years 
will  be  recorded  on  the  historic  page  as  the  founders  of  this  organ- 
ization, and  reverently  regarded  by  generations  of  successors  in  a 
good  and  faithful  undertaking,  and  who  have  thus  left  the  world 
better  and  wiser  than  they  found  it. 

Once  again,  I  bid  you  thrice  welcome,  and  invoke  for  your  ef- 
forts complete  and  iastmg  success.     [Applause.] 

E.  H.  Meadows,  of  Newbern,  introduced  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  form  an  Association  to  be  known 
as  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

At  this  point,  the  Secretary  read  a  telegram  from  Prof.  P.  W. 
Bedford,  President  of  the  New  York  State  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, as  follows:

May  success  crown  your  efforts  to  improve  and  protect  our  pro- 
fession   Letter  and  documents  by  mail.

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The  Cliairman:-  Professor  Bedford  1ms  manifested  much  inter- 
est in  our  ortranizatiou,  and  I  am  ^lad  that  we  have  his  symiDatby 
and  good  wishes,  as  expressed  in  the  tele- ram  just  read. 

On  motion,  the  Secretnry  was  instructed  to  answer  Prof.  Bed- 
ford's telegram  as  soon  as  an  organization  was  effected. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  communication  from  Dr.  Eup^ene 
Grissom  tenderinj?  the  n.emV.crs  of  the  Convention  an  invitation 
to  visit  the  North  CHrolina  Iii-;.xne  Asylum,  during  the  Session. — 
The  invitation  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  S.  H.  Smith,  of  Winston,  the  Chairman  appointed 
the  following  Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-Laws:

J.  Hindsd^de,  of  Fayetteville ;  W.  C  Porter,  of  Greensboro;  E.  V.

A  motion  to  adjourn  until  3  o'clock,  P  M.,  was  made,  and  car- 
ried. 


Afternoon  Session,  Wednesday,  Aug.  11. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  temporary  Chairman* 
at  3  o'clock,  P.  M.,  who  stated  that  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  being  ready  to  report,  would  now  be  heard.  The 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  read  the  report  by  sections. 

There  was  some  discussion  on  the  different  sections,  as  they 
came  up  for  adoption,  evincing  much  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
members;  but  as  finally  adopted,  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
will  be  found  on  pages  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9,  of  this  pamphlet. 

On  motion,  the  election  of  permanent  officers  was  then  held, 
resulting  as  follows:

The  election  was  made  uiianimous  by  acclamation. 
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On  assuaiing  the  duties  of  the  office   of   President,  Mr.  Nadal 
.said : 
Genlleinen  of  the  I^oiik  Carolina  Fharmaceulical  A.-mucialion : 

AlloNv  me  to  return  my  thanks  for  this  additional  honor,  but, 
not  anticipating  anything"  of  the  kind,  you  must  excuse  me  from 
making  any  extended  remarks  on  this  occasion. 

I  appreciate  the  honor  of  being  your  first  President,  and  Will 
promise  that  if  vou  will  overlook  my  inexperience  in  presiding  over 
dehberative  bodies,  I  will  do  all  that  I  can  to  have  the  busmess 
conducted  harmoniously  and  with  dispatch. 

It  will  probably  not  be  improper  for  me  to  state  the  cause  that 
led  to  the  call  for  a  meeting  of  the  Druggists  of  the  State,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

About  two  years  ago,  thinking  that  some  law  regulating  the 
practice  of  Pharmacy  in  the  State,  should  be  enacted  by  our  Leg- 
islature, I  asked  the  "members  from  my  county  to  introduce  a  bill 
on  the  subject,  covering  these  ideas.  One  of  the  members  seemed 
to  think  the  matter  of  very  Httle  importance;  the  other  very  kindly 
ottered  to  introduce  the  bill  if  I  Avould  write  it  out,  and  send  it  to 
him;  but  not  being  skilled  in  that  line  of  business,  I  let  the  matter 
drop.  Last  May,  however,  after  the  North  Carolina  Medical  So- 
ciety passed  a  resolution  asking  tlie  Legislature  to  take  especial 
charge  of  the  Druggists  of  the  State,  I  thought  that  it  would  be 
better  for  us  to  ask  this  favor  ourselves;  and  that  we  would  be  more 
likely  to  succeed  as  an  organization  than  as  individuals;  so,  with 
that  object  in  view,  we  wrote  and  sent  the  Cii'cular  of  May  18th, 
which,  no  doubt,  a  large  majority  of  those  present,  received.  All 
would  have  received  it  had  the  names  and  addresses  been  known. 
With  no  very  definite  idea  at  the  beginning,  as  to  what,  or  how 
jinything  should  be  done,  I  felt  that  if  we  could  but  get  together, 
we  could  evolve  something  that  Avould  be  not  only  for  our  own 
mutual  advantage,  but  the  public  good  also. 

With  this  vague  idea  that  something  would  be  done,  but  not 
knowing  exactlv  what,  we  presumed  to  put  the  ball  in  motion,  and 
what  that  etiort  has  accomplished,  you  can  see  for  yourselves. 

The  ball  has  rolled  on  and  on,  gathering  as  it  Avent,  until  we 
have  with  us  Drujigists  from  the  tide- washed  shores  of  the  broad 
Atlantic  to  the  cloud-capped  mountains  of  the  W  est;  and  from  the 
Albemarle  to  the  Cape  Fear,  who  have  come  together  for  the  com- 
mon purpose  of  asking  the  Legislature  to  pass  some  law^  to  protect 
the  people  against  the  danger  attending  the  dispensing  of  medicines 
by  incompetent  persons,  and  to  raise  the  standard  of  Pharmaceu- 
tical education  in  our  State,  until,  to  be  a  Druggist,  will  mean  some- 
thing more  than  a  mere  vender  of  pills. 

Thanking  you  once  more,  for  this  additional  evidence  of  your 
friendship,  I  now  declare  the  North  CarpHna  Pharmaceutical  As.so- 
ciation  duly  organized,  and  ready  tor  lousiness. 
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The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  A.  G.  Carr,  of  Durham, 
"That  no  Druggist  or  Pharmacist  shall  be  allowed  to  become  a 
member  of  this  Association  b}-  proxy,  after  this  Session;  but  must 
be  present  in  person,  to  sign  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  This 
resolution  was  adopted. 

It  was  then  moved  that  the  Association  proceed  to  the  election 
of  an  Executive  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  motion  car- 
ried, and  the  election  resulted  in  the  following  choice:  A.  W. 
Rowland,  of  Wilson;  W.  H.  Green,  of  Wilmington;  Wm.  Simpson, 
of  Raleigh;  J.  R.  Young,  of  Henderson;  F.  Gallagher,  of  Wash- 
ington; W.  C.  Porter,    of   Greensboro'. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  communication  from  the  Druggists 
of  Newberu,  inviting  the  Association  to  hold  its  next  Session  in 
that  City,  and  tendering  the  members  an  excursion  to  Morehead 
Citv  during  their  stay.  This  invitation  was  accepted  with  applause. 

The  following  Committee  was  appointed  to  draft  a  bill  on  the 
Regulation  of  Pharjnacy.  and  incorporating  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  to  be  presented  to  the  Legis'lature  at 
its  next  meeting :

C.  Munds,  of  Wilmington. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  then  carried. 


Morning  Session,  Thursday,   Aug.  12. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock,  the  President 
in  the  Chair. 

The  Committee  on  Pharmacy  Laws  handed  in  their  report, 
which  was  read,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  for  distribution  among 
the  members. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  Association  were  tendered  to  the 
temporary  Secretary  for  the  faithful  manner  in  which  he  had  dis- 
charged his  duties. 

The  President  then  read  a  letter  from  Professor  Bedford,  of 
New  York,  bringing  woixls  of  encouragement  and  advice. 

Mr  Rowland,  of  Wilson,  moved  that  the  thanjvs  of  the  Associa- 
tion are  due,  and  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Press  of  the  City,  for 
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full  and  accurate  reports  of  the  proceedings;  and  to  the  State,  for 
courtesies  extended.     Carried. 

A  package  of  "Virginia  Mountain  Rye  Whiskey"  was  presented 
to  the  AssociatioD,  with  comphments  of  E.  Courtney  Jenkins  &  Co., 
of  Richmond,  Va.,  to  be  sampled  ad  libitum,  by  the  Druggists,  while 
in  council.  A  motion  was  made  to  donate  this  entire  package  to 
St.  John's  Guild  Hospital  of  Raleigh.  The  motion  was  unanimous; 
ly  adopted,  and  the  Keeper  of  the  Capitol  was  reciuested  to  see 
that  the   package  was  dehvered. 

A  notice  was  here  given  that  the  Druggists  of  Raleigh  had  pre- 
pared a  banquet  at  the  Yarborough  House  for  the  members  of  the 
Association,  and  all  visiting  friends,  to  which  they  were  cordially 
invited,  at  4  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

At  3i  o'clock  the  Association  adjourned,  to  jueet  again  at  7 
o'clock,  P.  M. 


Evening  Skssion,  Thursday,  Aug.  12. 

The  Association  met  promptly  at  7  o'clock,  P.  M  ,  and  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President. 

The  proposed  Pharmacy  Law.  as  printed,  was  distributed  among 
the  members;  and,  on  motion,  was  read  and  voted  on  by  sections. 
Considerable  discussion  ensued;  some  changes  were  made  in  the 
Bill;  and  it  was  finally  adopted;  and  ordered  to  be  re-printed,  and 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

On  motion,  ten  members  were  then  selected  by  ballot  to  com- 
pose a  number  from  whom  the  Governor  shall  appoint  live,  as 
members  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The  selection  resulted  as 
follows:  Wm.  Simpson;  S.  J.  Hinsdale;  W.  C.  Porter;  S.  H. 
Smith;  W.  H.  Green;  A.  S.  Lee;  F.  Gallagher;  E.  H.  Meadows; 
E.  M.  Nadal;  Jno.  H.  Hill. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  F.  W.  Hancock,  of  New- 
bern,  and  adopted : 

'That  the  thanks  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation are  tendered  to  the  Druggists  and  citizens  of  Raleigh,  for 
the  warm-hearted  hospitalities  extended  during  our  visit  to  then- 
city. 

On  motion,  the  President   appointed   a  committee  of   three  to 
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take  sucli  stejis  us  tliey  may  deem  proper,  to  advaure  Phariiiaceu- 
tical  education  in  North  Carolina:  V.  O.  Thompson,  of  Winston; 
John  Hill,  of  Goldsboro;  J.  R.  Williams,  of  Raleigh,  were  appoint- 
ed to  serve  on  this  committee. 

It  was  moved  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  all  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  in  the  formation  of  this  Association. 
The  motion  was  carried. 

A  motion  was  adopted  allowing  the  Keeper  of  the  Capitol  ten 
dollars  for  use  of  hall,  lights,  attention.  Ace. 

A  resolution  was  oti'ered  as  follows: 

That  the  Executive  Committee  be,  and  are  hereby  authorized 
to  procure  at  an  enrly  day,  suitable  certificates  of  membership,  to 
be  issued  to  the  members  who  have  paid  their  dues,  and  subscrib- 
ed to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.     Adopted. 

The  following  committee  was  a])poiuted  by  the  I'resident,  to 
memorialize  the  Legislature  with  reference  to  the  jjroposed  Phar- 
macy Laws:  E.  H.  Meadows,  of  Newbern;  Eug'ene  Grissom,  of 
Ralei^^h;  J.  C  Munds,  of  Wilmington. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  "That  the  thanks  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association  are  due,  and  hereby  tendered  the 
various  Rail  Road  and  Steamboat  Companies,  and  Hotels,  for  re- 
duced rates  to  members." 

The  chair  appointed  six  delegates,  to  attend  the  meeting  of 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  at  Saratoga  Springs,  as 
follows:  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  of  Fayetteville ;  Wilham  Simpson,  of  Ral- 
eigh; A.  W.  Rowland,  of  Wilson;  U.  S.  Mace,  of  Newbern;  R.  J. 
Noble,  of  Selma;  C.  M.  Brown,  of  Washington. 

The  President  then  announced  the  following  standing  commit- 
tees:

]\Iembers  were  requested  to  send  all  queries  and  other  papers 
to  the  appropriate  committee,  to  be  referred  by  them  to  some 
member  of  the  Association  to  have  the  same  answered 

A  motion  was  made  "That  the  Secretary  of  this  Association  be 
paid  the  sum  of  $;75.00  annually.     Tiie  motion  was  carried. 
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By  request  of  the  Association,  S.  J .  Hinsdale,  of  Fayetteville, 
read  the  following  paper: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North   Carolina    Pharmaceutical 
Association : 

I  am  much  pleased  to  meet  with  you  on  this  occasion. 

I  have  for  some  years  thought  that  this  Association  should  be 
formed;  and  probably  if  I  had  had  the  energy  and  enterprise  of 
our  friends  at  Wilson,  I  should  have  done  something  towards  it  long 
since. 

I  have  attended  several  meetings  of  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association,  where  there  were  present  delegates  from  the  As- 
sociations of  Richmond,  Tennessee,  Georgia,  Louisville,  South  Car- 
olina, and  from  many  of  the  Northern  States. 

I  am  glad  that  North  Carolina  will  be  represented  in  its  next 
meeting  at  Saratoga,  in  September.  These  Associations  tend  to 
improve  the  science  of  Pharmacy,  and  to  stimulate  the  Druggist  to 
keep  well  up  with  the  progress  of  Chemistry. 

In  this  State  our  annual  meetings  will  bring  us  together,  and 
we  will  become  better  acquainted  with  each  other. 

The  Druggist  is  generally  not  much  of  a  traveler,  his  occupa- 
tion keeping  him  very  much  contined.  Though  I  have  been  in  the 
business  in  Fayetteville  more  than  thirty-seven  years,  I  have  not 
made  the  acquaintance  of  more  than  twelve  or  fifteen  Druggists  in 
the  State,  till  now. 

I  presume  that  I  am  the  olde.st  Druggist  in  the  State..  I  mean 
that  I  have  probably  been  longer  engaged  in  the  business.  (I  must 
however,  except  my  friend,  Dr  Dutfy,  of  Newbern).  If  you  will 
submit  to  be  bored  for  a  very  short  time,  I  will  tell  you  of  the  Drug 
business  as  it  was  when  I  was  a  boy  in  a  drug  store  in  Connecticut, 
in  1831,  about  fifty  years  ago. 

The  drug  clerk  of  this  day  has  little  idea  of  the  amount  and  va- 
riety of  work  in  the  business,' at  that  time.  For  instance,  almost 
all  drugs  were  bought  in  a  crude  state;  and  the  large  iron  mortar, 
with  its  heavy  wrought  iron  pestle,  and  the  boxed  seive,  were  in 
daily  use.  I  think  there  was  only  one  establishment  in  the  country 
which  furnished  powdered  drugs.  Opium,  Cantharides,  Aloes, 
Serpentaria,  Gamboge,  Scammony,  Myrrh,  Gum  Arabic,  and  even 
Ipecac,  Rhubarb  and  Jalap,  had  to  go  through  the  big  mortar  and 
boxed  seive.  Cinchona,  Gentian,  Serpentaria,  Columbo,  and  Nut- 
galls  vlor  making  ink),  had  to  be  reduced  to  a  coarse  powder.— 
The  marble  mortar  was  used  for  Fil.  Hydrarg.,  and  Unguentum 
Hydrarg. ;  and  I  well  remember  how  much  rubbing  it  required  to 
extinguish  the  globules  of  mercury.  A  half  pound  of  Pil.  Hydrarg. 
was  a  good  quantity  to  make  at  one  time. 

We  had  all  our  plaster.s,  such  as:  Emp.  Plumbi,  Resin*,  Robo- 
rau.s,  Hydrargyri,  Sic,.,  to  make  and  form  into  half  pound  rolls.  The 
demand  for  Burgundy  Pitch  Plasters  was  large,  of  which  all  sizes 
liad  to  he  .spread  and  ready  for  sale. 
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Tom  AUcock,  a  fellow-clerk  of  mme,  iu  New  York  City,  iu  1835, 
has  saved  you  a  vast  amount  of  wox'k  by  the  introduction  of  his 
Porous  Plasters. 

We  manufactured  Liquid  and  Paste  Blackiuf?,  Ink,  Seidlitz  and 
Soda  Powders.  Pomatum,  Cosmetics,  iS:c.  There  were  few  so  call- 
ed Patent  IMediciues.  I  remember  amonj^  them,  "Lee's  New  Lon- 
don and  Windham  Pills;"  "Anderson's and  American  Cough  Drops:'" 
"Ching's  Worm  Lozenges,"  and  "Mox-rison's  Pills."  (both  English 
articles  )  We  had  also  "Phelp's  Tomato  Pills,"  "Whitwells  Opo- 
deldoc" and  "Catarrh  Snuff."  T.  M.  Dyott,  of  Philadelphia,  intro- 
duced a  large  variety  of  i-emedies,  but  they  did  not  sell  well.  The 
demand  for  "Steer's  and  Liquid  Opodeldoc,"  "Bateman  Drops  '  and 
"British  Oil,"  was  large.  Brandreth  introduced  his  pills  about  the 
year  1834.  Many  persons  had  their  favorite  family  recipes  for" 
Tonic  Mixtures,  &c.  I  remember  one  which  I  ]Drepared  a  good 
many  times.  It  was  Extract  Taraxacum,  one  quarter  of  a  pound, 
Boneset,  two  ounces,  with  some  Carminatives,  in  half  a  gallon  of 
Rum  and  Water;  dose :  half  a  wineglassfull.  I  suppose  that  was 
for  the  liver.  Judging  from  the  den) and  at  the  present  time  for 
Liver  Pills,  Liver  Regulators  and  Liver  Pads,  that  organ  still 
makes  itself  disagreeable.  We  had  calls  too,  to  compound  other  re- 
cipes, such  as:  Tonics,  Liniments,  &c.,  which  had  no  doubt  been  used 
in  families  for  generations.  W''e  had  frequent  calls  for  "I'ink  and 
Senna,"  "Elixir  Pro.'"  "Elixir  Salutis,"  "Spiced  Rhul5arb,"  "Hull's 
Physic,"  a  compound  of  Aloes  and  Spices,  and  "Senna,  Manna,  and 
Salts."  Mineral  Waters  were  not  used.  Physicians  generally  kept 
their  stock  of  medicines,  though  we  had  some  prescription  busi- 
ness. W^e  sold  a  great  deal  of  Dye  Stuffs  to  the  country  clothiers, 
who  were  located  on  every  creek  and  brook  in  Connecticut.  The 
large  factories  have  long  since  absorbed  their  business.  We  sold 
them  Logwood,  Nicwood  and  Fustic  in  the  stick  like  cord  wood; 
also  Camwood,  Acids,  Indigo,  «kc.  The  Acids  in  those  days  were 
not  as  well  put  up  as  now;  the  Carboy,  was  packed  in  a  half  of  a  flour 
barrel  and  was  easily  broken,  the  hoo})s  of  the  barrel  frequently 
breaking  oi-  coming  oft'.  We  sold  only  English  and  Wetherells' 
Philadelphia  rfry  "NVhite  Lead.  It  was  bought  in  casks  of  about 
800  pounds  each.  The  consumer  often  ground  it  in  an  iron  kettle 
with  a  cannon  ball,  the  kettle  was  swung  by  a  chain,  that  it  might 
be  rotated.  Oxide  Zinc  was  not  then  used  as  a  pigment.  The 
usual  adulterations  of  White  Lead,  were  Spanish  Whiting  and  Sul- 
phate Baryta.  Varnishes  were  made  very  much  by  the  carriage 
and  cabinet  makers.  We  sold  them  Spirits  of  Turjientine.  Gum  Copal 
and  Shellac.  Spirits  Turpentine  was  frequently  sold  in  double 
casks,  the  outer  one  containing  water.  W'e  sold  a  good  deal  of 
Sperm  and  Whale  Oil,  which,  with  candles,  was  the  only  source  of 
light,  gas  not  having  been  introduced  except  in  a  limited  way,  in 
New  York  City.  The  Tinder  box,  Flint  and  Steel  were  in  every 
house.  The  only  matches  then  used  besides  the  common  Brim- 
stone Match  was  a  French  article,  sold  at  25  cents  a  box;  they  were 
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tipped  with  Potas,  Chlorate  and  Autimon.  Sulphas,  and  were  ignit- 
ed by  plunging  into  a  vial  filled  with  Asbestos,  saturated  with  Hy- 
dric  Sulphate.  About  1832,  or  1833,  the  Lucifer  Match  appeared, 
an  English  article,  which  was  ignited  by  drawing  through  a  piece 
of  folded  sand  paper,  sold  at  10  cents  a  box.  Then  came  the  Loco 
Foco  Match,  the  same  which  we  now  use,  but  not  so  scientifically 
and  nicely  made.  This  Match  gave  the  name  "Loco  Foco"  to  the 
Democratic  party.  On  the  occasion  of  a  row  in  Tammany  Hall, 
when  the  lights  were  put  out,  a  good  many  Democrats  produced 
their  boxes  of  Matches  and  lighted  up  the  Hall.  This  was  before 
the  day  of  John  Kelly,  but  they  had  'loud"  meetings  in  old 
'I'amm'any  Hall,  in  those  days.  We  sold  a  great  deal  of 
Huxham's  and  Whytt's  Tincture  of  Bark,  put  up  in  quart 
junk  bottles.  Peruvian  Bark  was  very  much  used  in  the  crude 
state.  The  first  bottle  of  Quinine  I  opened,  I  think,  was  in  1831; 
it  was  Pelletier's  and  cost  $14,  and  was  prescribed  in  very  small 
doses  We  had  no  Chloroform  nor  Sugar-coated  Pills,  and  the 
Bromides  were  not  used.  We  always  kept  a  good  stock  of  Spring 
and  Thumb  Lancets  and  Leeches 

Now,  gentlemen,  thanking  you  for  your  patience,  I  wiU  close; 
I  will,  however,  suggest  that  we  all  rely  too  much  on  the  Manu- 
facturing Pharmacists  and  Chemists;  we  make  too  few  of  our  Elix- 
irs, Fluid  Extracts,  &c.  I  think  if  the  number  of  these  articles  was 
reduced,  it  would  be  well.  But  as  through  the  advertisements  of 
these  Manufacturing  Chemists  very  many  are  called  for,  we  have 
to  keep  them  all;  I  advise  you  to  maka  as  many  of  these  com- 
pounds as  you  can,  and  you  will  then  know  that  they  are  genuine 
and  of  proper  strength.  See  to  it  that  those  which  you  have  to 
buy  are  procured  of  reliable  houses.  On  one  occasion  a  salesman 
came  to  our  town  to  solicit  orders.  Among  other  preparations,  he 
recommended  his  Fluid  Extract  of  Ergot,  as  being  made  fi'om 
fresh  leaves,  when  it  was  suggested  he  was  mistaken  he  said  it  was 
ivom  the /if  sh  root.  I  presume  his  employers  were  better  posted 
in  Pharmacy.  I  have  much  enjoyed  this  very  pleasant  meeting  of 
our  brethren,  and  I  hope  that  tlje  interest  in  this  Association  will 
constantly  increase,  and  that  our  nest  meeting  will  be  well  attended. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  authorized  and  directed  to  have  a 
circular  printed,  and  to  send  a  copy  of  the  same  to  each  Drug- 
gist in  the  State  before  our  next  Annual  Meeting,  setting  forth  the 
nature  and  object  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, and  tendering  an  invitation  to  become  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  President  then  said : 

Gentlemen:  To  all  who  have  attended  this  meeting,  I  extend 
most  hearty  thanks  for  their  aid  and  support  in  organizing  the 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association.  I  hope  you  all  feel 
as  well  pleased  as  I  do   at  the  success  of  the   movement.     I   hope 
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that  a  kind  and  mercifiil  Providence  may  enable  us  to  meet  again 
at  Newbern,  in  1881,  and  that  all  our  future  meetintrs  may  in- 
(trease  in  interest,  as  the  Association  grows  in  years. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  dispensed  with. 

A  motion  was  then  made  and  seconded,  that  this  Association  do 
now  adjourn  to  convene  in  the  City  of  Newbern.  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  August,  1881,  at  such  an  hour  as  shall  be  named  in  the 
notices  issued  by  the  Secretary. 

The  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  President  announced  that 
the  Association  was  adjourned.
